The fact, however, remains that the 
latest government crop reports, for 
both Canada and the States, appear 
confirm, and more than confirm, the 
worst fears that in the past week o1 
two have been entertained as regards 
the safety, particularly of the western 
Canada crops. 

The actual and stark figures of the 
reports give little encouragement to 
those who fain would prefer to see at 
least “fair” crops, rather than either 
too abundant, in one sense, or too 
scarce or none at all, in the other. 

But as they are, we have to take 
them and if prices go “up” as it now 
appears they must do, well then, we 
have to take that as a fact too, along 
with other contingent possible tact 
such as better business conditions, as 
the result of higher prices, or of poorer 
business should prices go too high and 
crops too low.
